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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claimed subject matter is 
allowable over the prior art as per the Reasons for Allowance in the first Office Action dated 4/17/06. In 
the recent response, applicant, in his claimed invention, has distinguished the definition of a machine 
readable medium to include only tangible and statutory medium (storage media including memory and 
magnetic storage).
